MP looks to halt h s constituency's 'demolition' 


A LAST-ditch effort will be made to 
save the historic parliamentary seat 
of Montgomeryshire which is set to 
be lost under government plans. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
says The Wales Boundary Commis¬ 
sion’s interim report for the review 
of Parliamentary constituencies in 
Wales will demolish Montgomery¬ 
shire, which will be split in two. 


The northern half of the constit¬ 
uency, including Welshpool, will be 
merged with Clwyd South to form a 
new South Clwyd and North Mont¬ 
gomeryshire constituency. 

Meanwhile, the south of the con¬ 
stituency, including Newtown, 
will become part of the Brecon and 
Radnor seat, which will be renamed 
Brecon, Radnor and Montgomery. 


Mr Davies said: “This is a total 
demolition of the historic county of 
Montgomeryshire. No way could I 
ever think about representing a dif¬ 
ferent seat. If these proposals are ap¬ 
proved in 2018, that will have to be 
it for me.” 

Mr Davies says there is still time 
for people who feel as passionate as 
he does about the ancient constitu¬ 


ency to keep it whole. He said: “I’m 
going to ask a small group of people 
to help me to try to save Montgomer¬ 
yshire as a constituency. We know we 
can’t just have what we want and this 
announcement was expected. But we 
have until December to have a proper 
think about this and to submit a se¬ 
rious challenge. I’m not happy about 
splitting it up or about the electoral 


wards of Blaen Hafren and Llanid¬ 
loes going into Ceredigion and North 
Pembrokeshire. 

“It’s no point MPs shouting at the 
boundary commissioners. 

“It was MPs who stitched up the 
restrictive rules, ensuring that con¬ 
sideration of geography, cultural and 
historic considerations counted for 
nothing.”

BOOST ECONOMY

OSWESTRY’S traders are call¬ 
ing for free afternoon parking 
in every car park in the town 
in the run-up to Christmas in a 
bid to woo shoppers. 

The calls come as Oswestry Town 
Councillors were this week discussing 
plans for two new major events ear¬ 
marked for next year aimed at bring¬ 
ing an economic boost to the area. 

Oswestry Chamber of Commerce is to write to 
Shropshire Council urging it to offer to make its 
car parks in the town free every afternoon after 
2pm from December 12 to Christmas Eve. 

The group is also calling on Oswestry Town 
Council to carry on supporting 
the free parking initiative in its 
car parks.The town council has 
supported the free parking offer 
in recent years but Shropshire 
Council has not backed the ini¬ 
tiative in the past. 

Chamber of Commerce chair¬ 
man Neil Jenkins said: “There 
has to be a fee for parking in 
Oswestry. If it was free then peo¬ 
ple would simply park there all 
day whether or not they were bringing anything 
to the economy. But a two-week afternoons-only 
offer does we believe, bring Christmas shoppers 
to Oswestry. 

“We are hoping that this year Shropshire 
Council will join in the free from 2pm scheme.” 

Simon Jones, Shropshire Council’s cabinet 
member for highways and transport, said: “We 
will look individually at any requests for Christ¬ 
mas parking initiatives, but in Oswestry we do 
already offer some alternative support such as 
free temporary parking at Bailey Head during 
December, something which we will consider 
offering again this year.” 

The move comes as councillors were discuss¬ 
ing plans for two new events to bring more peo¬ 
ple into Oswestry next year. Town councillors 
met last night (Wednesday) to discuss whether 
to spend more than £11,000 to stage a Fake Fes¬ 
tival which would see several tribute acts per¬ 
form under a purpose built marquee and stage. 

And councillors were also due to discuss plans 
for a new Oswestry half marathon event. 


ARCHAEOLOGISTS have dug up a fasci¬ 
nating piece of history from the remains of 
Oswestry’s castle. 

The heritage dig at the lcastle has already 
reaped rewards with volunteers finding an old 
musket ball. 

Work got under way on the Oswestry Cas¬ 
tle Research Project after a £7,400 grant from 
The Heritage Lottery Fund. 

A further grant came from the Borderlands 
Rotary Club. 

The dig has coincided with the events tak¬ 


ing place in and around the town to mark Na¬ 
tional Heritage Open Days. 

Excavation is concentrating on two large 
trenches close to the remains of a wall on top 
of the motte and bailey castle behind Oswest¬ 
ry’s Guildhall. 

Roger Cooper, project director, said: “Last 
year we were excavating material from the 
large trench that we think is demolition rub¬ 
ble from the destruction of the castle. 

“We did not reach a medieval floor level but 
this year we hope to do just that and reveal 


the floor as it may have been in the Middle 
Ages. If we reach this level we hope to find 
items such as coins or pottery. 

“This will be a minimum of a five-year pro¬ 
ject - little is known about the castle. 

“We want to develop our knowledge of the 
site, which was a very important ‘Marches’, 
or border, castle.” The dig will continue until 
tomorrow (Friday) and is one of several ac¬ 
tivities held for the Heritage Open Days pro¬ 
gramme in and around Oswestry.

WASTE 

Rubbish bins will be 
removed because of 
invasion of vermin 

BINS at a car park are to be removed be¬ 
cause of rats taking up residence. 

Phil Pritchard, town and county coun¬ 
cillor for Welshpool, says the bins in the 
town’s Berriew Street car park will be re¬ 
moved by Powys County Council on Oc¬ 
tober 1, following a series of complaints 
about the vermin. 

Councillor Pritchard said although 
he’s happy the bins will be removed, he 
believes the bigger problem stems from 
Powys County Council’s waste collec¬ 
tions taking place every three weeks, as 
opposed to fortnightly. 

He said: “Sometimes you can see at 
least six rats running around the car park 
at one time, that’s no exaggeration, and 
that isn’t the impression we want to give 
tourists stopping off in the town.” 

Councillor John Powell, Powys County 
Council’s cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and sustainability, said: “This site 
has experienced a large level of fly-tipping 
over recent years. It has now reached 
such a level that it is attracting vermin 
to the area. 

“The closure of the site will not leave 
residents without a service as there is 
another community recycling site in the 
town at Tesco supermarket along with 
the household waste and recycling centre 
on Severn Farm Industrial Estate. 

“We would urge householders to use 
their kerbside collection service as well 
as other facilities in the town.”

Fire crews from Baschurch, Shrews¬ 
bury and Wellington were sent to the 
scene. 

Police officers have launched an inves¬ 
tigation into what happened.

AN incorrect tooth was extracted 
at one of Shropshire’s two main 
hospitals, it has been revealed 

The details of the dental surgery in 
August have been revealed in papers 
presented to the board of Shropshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group yester¬ 
day (Wednesday). 

The papers also reveal another ‘never 
event’ which took place in the same month 
at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital. 

That incident was reported as ‘wrong 
level of spinal surgery’. 

Steve White, medical director for The 
Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic 
Hospital NHS Foundation Trust, said the 
thoracic spine was an easy place to mistake 
one segment for another in the stack of ver¬ 
tebrae. 

He said: “A ‘never event’ has been re¬ 
ported to the proper authorities. 

“The thoracic spine is a particular risk 
for ‘wrong level surgery’, as it is very easy 
to mistake one segment for another in the 
stack of vertebrae. 

“The surgeons did follow the correct pro¬ 
cedure to try and identify exactly the cor¬ 
rect level by taking an X ray with a fixed 
marker in theatre. 

“The primary surgeon also enlisted the 
assistance of another surgeon in an effort 
to avoid complications of this sort. 

“The problem was recognised early 
post-operatively and the patient was apolo¬ 
gised to and has since undergone successful 
further surgery at the correct level. 

“Wrong level surgery is regarded as an 
avoidable complication in most parts of 
the body, however as mentioned earlier 
the spine is a particularly difficult place to 
avoid this mistake, and probably accounts 
for the fact that 50 per cent of surgeons op¬ 
erate on the incorrect spinal level at some 
point in their career. 

“We have a procedure to report such an 
incident like this which has been followed. 

“The ‘never event’ could be de-escalated 
following a root cause analysis, which is 
currently being undertaken.” 

Health officials say ‘never events’ are se¬ 
rious incidents that are considered wholly 
preventable. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, which runs the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital and Telford’s Princess Royal Hos¬ 
pital, has refused to comment while an in¬ 
vestigation is ongoing. 


A MAJOR road was turned into Spaghetti 
Junction when a lorry dropped 20 tonnes 
of pasta and tomato sauce across the car¬ 
riageway. 

The A5 at Shotatton, near Oswestry, was 
closed in both directions for more than five 
hours after the lorry which was carrying it 
spilt tonnes of the food. 

The pasta and sauce was spread along the 
hedgerow on Monday. 

West Mercia Police said nobody was hurt 
in the incident and the driver of the vehicle 
- who stayed in his cab while waiting for it 
to be cleared - declined to comment. 

A West Mercia Police spokesman said: 
“There were around 20 tonnes of spaghetti 


bolognese and it was just loose, the incident 
happened at about 11am and it appears no- 
one was hurt which is the main thing. 

“Heavy goods vehicles had to be diverted 
through Welshpool.” 

“The food is so thick and gloopy that 
it took several hours to clear it up,” the 
spokesman added. 

There were long traffic queues in every 
direction as motorists tried to avoid the 
area and drive along Maesbury Road to 
Knockin and Llynclys. 

Traffic was very slow moving between 
Shrewsbury and Oswestry. 

A Highways England spokesman said: 
“We sent people there with high-pressure 


hoses to clean it up but it does seem that it 
got everywhere. All of it has needed sucking 
up and taking away. 

“It’s been quite a clean-up job.” 

A spokesman from J&B Bulk Haulage, 
which owns the lorry, said their vehicle was 
travelling back to its base at Swindon, after 
collecting the pre-made pasta and tomato 
sauce from premises in the Shrewsbury 
area. 

He said: “It was a waste product destined 
for anaerobic digestion, to be recycled to 
generate electricity. 

“We feed it into the digester which cre¬ 
ates gas which can run engines and gener¬ 
ate electricity.”

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Councillor in 
appeal over 
A&E future 

THE mayor of Oswestry has made a 
direct appeal to health chiefs to make 
a decision on the site of a new A&E 
in Shropshire - and for it to be in 
Shrewsbury. 

Councillor Paul Milner spoke at a 
board meeting of Telford & Wrekin 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG). 
It comes after he handed a petition 
with 3,200 names on it to Shropshire 
CCG calling for Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital to be the home of the new 
emergency centre. 

Councillor Milner, speaking at the 
meeting in Telford on Tuesday, said: 
“We recently presented a petition 
signed by more than 3,200 local resi¬ 
dents urging Shropshire CCG to com¬ 
mit to the retention of A&E services 
at Shrewsbury. 

“If A&E services are lost at Shrews¬ 
bury then the case has already been 
strongly set out of the geographical, 
traffic, highways, cost, and inconven¬ 
ience issues that will be experienced 
across much of the county of Shrop¬ 
shire. It will potentially put the lives 
of patients at risk and make visiting 
and family support so very difficult.” 

But Telford & Wrekin CCG chief 
officer David Evans said: “At this 
moment in time no decision has been 
made. We are currently going through 
a process, the two CCGs, to evaluate 
the current options and decide where 
emergency services should be located 
in future.” 

Consultation 
on school plans 

CONSULTATION over the future 
of primary schools in Welshpool has 
started. 

A £13 million superschool and a 
new Welsh medium school could be 
the result of the shake-up. 

Consultation has started over the 
closure of Maesydre, Gungrog, Ard- 
wyn and Oldford infant schools. 

Instead there would be a new, Eng¬ 
lish-medium Church in Wales school 
on a site near Welshpool High School 
and a new Welsh-medium community 
primary school on the current Ysgol 
Maesydre site. As part of the consulta¬ 
tion, which will run until October 18, 
there will be a public meeting at the 
town’s high school on Tuesday from 
6.30pm to 8.30pm.

Stolen goods 'fence' 
faces further action

A BUSINESSMAN who was jailed 
for “fencing” stolen goods for a 
criminal gang now faces possi¬ 
ble financial ruin. 

Mark Bowen, 46, of Western Ave¬ 
nue, Whittington, near Oswestry, ran 
the Dog n Bone mobile repair centre 
in Wrexham. 

But Mold Crown Court heard how he 
fenced or handled some of the proceeds of a 
burglary gang. He now faces a police inves¬ 
tigation under the Proceeds of Crime Act 
where he could be forced to sell assets to 
repay some of the victims. 

The gang broke into properties near 
Oswestry, North Wales and parts of the 
West Midlands. Prosecuting barrister John 
Philpotts told the court how the defendant 
in June of last year showed an employee a 
ladies Rolex watch and later handed him an 
iPad which the employee took into the shop 
the next day. 

That day, the shop was raided by the po¬ 
lice who found the box containing the iPad, 
the ladies Rolex and another watch. 

That watch was later identified as hav¬ 
ing been stolen during an earlier burglary 
in Green Lane, Chester. The owner also 
identified a Cartier watch and her husband 
identified a $100 Hong Kong note which 
had been recovered from Bowen’s home at 
the time of his arrest. 

During the investigation, mobile tele¬ 
phones were recovered from some of the 
burglars which contained a number at¬ 
tributed to Bowen. Analyses showed that 
he had been in contact with two of them 
during the conspiracy. 

Stephen Edwards, defending, told the 
court that his client only handled some of 
the proceeds of the gang’s crimes. 

Documentation showed that he was a re¬ 
spected man who ran a legitimate business. 

In May of last year he was approached by 
one of the conspirators and over a period of 
some six weeks he received items including 
jewellery. 

He did not know the extent of the crim¬ 
inality that was going on and was later 
shocked to be told the extent of the burgla¬ 
ries and the professionalism adopted. 

Sentencing Bowen to 27 months impris¬ 
onment, the judge said Bowen had admitted 
handling stolen goods and money launder¬ 
ing. Bowen’s involvement was estimated 
at some £20,000 and involved a variety of 
stolen goods. 


RESIDENTS are to benefit from 
a major improvement programme 
bringing better car parking, green 
space and play areas.

news is highly positive for the area 
and something Castlefields has long 
needed. 

“A lot of work has gone into mak¬ 
ing these improvements happen and 
I’m delighted that the tenants are to 
reap the benefits.” 

Following the consultation feed¬ 
back, the improvement works will 
see new parking bays, green space 
and landscaped areas as well as a 
new play area for young children. 

Lauren Woods, involvement and 
empowerment officer for STAR 
Housing, said: “The Castlefields 
area has long needed to be improved, 


so this investment and regeneration 
is a wonderful opportunity.” 

“Our tenants are central to the 
decisions we take, so we always look 
to involve them in community im¬ 
provement. I’d like to thank every¬ 
one who shared their ideas for the 
work with us.” 

Oswestry firm Evans Construc¬ 
tion will carry out the renovation of 
the area. 

Joanne Cosgrove, Oswestry area 
senior neighbourhoods officer for 
STAR Housing, said: “This is great 
news for the area and the tenants 
living there and the £185,000 will 
bring about huge improvements.”

The town was taken from royalists by 
the Earl of Denbigh and the local peo¬ 
ple paid £500 to stop the parliamen¬ 
tarians plundering the town. It was 
then besieged by Royalists but was re¬ 
lieved by parliamentarian supporters.

More repairs for historic bridge 


AN historic bridge damaged by 
flooding will be closed during day¬ 
time for an extra two weeks for 
more repair work. 

The Llandrinio Bridge, which 
carries the B4393 over the River 
Severn near Four Crosses, has been 
closed during the day for the past 
nine weeks while essential repairs 
have been made. 

Work was due to have finished 


this week, but the closure has been 
extended for another two weeks to 
allow additional work to be carried 
out. The 18th century structure was 
damaged during flooding at the end 
of 2015. 

Powys County Council success¬ 
fully applied for a £15,000 grant 
from Cadw, the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment’s historic environment ser¬ 
vice, to carry out the additional 


work to the bridge, which has sched¬ 
uled ancient monument status. 

Work on the bridge, which started 
in July, has included stonework re¬ 
pairs and repointing work. 

It is opened in the evenings and 
at weekends with weight and width 
restrictions. 

Additional repair works will in¬ 
clude pointing work to the large pier 
and foundation stone and repair 


work to the parapet, which includes 
a stone repair and rebuild. 

Councillor John Brunt, cabi¬ 
net member for highways, said he 
welcomed the grant, particularly 
because the authority has limited 
funding. He said: “The council is 
facing financial pressures so this 
additional grant funding from the 
Welsh Government is excellent 
news.” 


Council named one of the

POWYS County Council’s efforts to become carbon neutral has seen 
it named as one of the best for recycling in the country. 

Powys County Council has been placed fourth in Eunomia’s recycling carbon 
index, achieving a carbon saving of 103 kilogrammes per person.

Factory's extension plans 
are rejected by councillors

PLANS to extend a factory near Oswestry which suffered a gas ex¬ 
plosion last month have been refused. 

Councillors said they wanted to see Kronospan in Chirk “clean up its act” 
before any extensions went ahead. 

Two separate applications were submitted by the company to Wrexham County Bor¬ 
ough Council. 

The first proposed building an extension to store medium density fire board and chip¬ 
board, 150 metres long and 29 metres wide. A second application was for an extension to 

house a new melamine press. 

Both were refused over the visual impact 
on the locality including the Llangollen 
Canal World Heritage Site. 

Chief planning officer David Williams 
recommended the first application be re¬ 
fused because of visual impact. 

“This involves quite substantial building 
- the mass is enormous,” he said. 

“We have previously supported develop¬ 
ment on this site but this will have an ad¬ 
verse impact on the area. This is supported 
by consultees in particular Cadw, the her¬ 
itage body, the canal and river trust and 
the World Heritage Site steering group. All 
those groups have objected.” 

Chirk councillors Ian Roberts and Terry 
Evans congratulated officers for their rec¬ 
ommendation. 

However, there was disagreement be¬ 
tween officers and councillors for the sec¬ 
ond application which was deferred at 
July’s planning meeting. Mr Williams said 
that there was a difference in the applica¬ 
tion. 

“It is my belief that from a visual impact 
point of view, we don’t believe we can jus¬ 
tify objecting to. None of the consultees 
have objected to this,” he said. 

Councillor Ian Roberts said all applica¬ 
tions should not be approved until Krono¬ 
span “cleaned up its act”. 

“Within three to four weeks of the defer¬ 
ment of the application in July we have a 
massive explosion there that knocks down 
walls. The factory is on edge,” he said. 

Councillor Terry Evans added: “We could 
easily have been looking at fatalities.” 
Councillors refused both applications. 
Kronospan spokeswoman Candida Pryce- 
Jones said: “We were disappointed with the 
result from Wrexham Planning Committee. 

“In respect of the re-presented applica¬ 
tion for an extension to the melamine faced 
production building, members of the plan¬ 
ning committee again ignored the fact that 
there is no legitimate reason for refusing 
the application and do not help the pro¬ 
cess of improving the site for the benefit of 
everyone.” 


Ombudsman 
responds to 
name query 

THE local government ombudsman says 
records kept on a councillor will only state 
that a complaint was made against him in 
error. 

Powys County Councillor Peter Harris 
had voiced concerns after he was wrongly 
sent documents intended for Councillor 
Peter Lewis as part of an investigation into 
a row over school bus transport in Llanfyl- 
lin. 

The councillor had said he was unhappy 
that a record would be kept with the om¬ 
budsman and that he did not know what 
the record would state. 

The Wales Ombudsman has confirmed 
that the only record that will remain on 
its system is that Councillor Harris’s name 
was provided in error, and that it will in¬ 
clude no suggestion of wrongdoing. 

Chris Vinestock, the ombudsman’s chief 
operating officer said: “We did receive a 
complaint about Councillor Peter Harris, 
and rightly notified him of that complaint. 
However the complainant later told us 
that Councillor Harris had been included 
in error. Our records make this clear and 
show that there is no suggestion of any 
wrongdoing by Councillor Harris in this 
matter. There has therefore been no mis¬ 
take on the part of the ombudsman. 

“Our records correctly show that the 
complaint against Councillor Peter Harris 
was made in error.” 

The ombudsman considers complaints 
that members of local authorities have bro¬ 
ken the code of conduct.

Runner Amy breaks record 


A MARATHON runner has bagged her sec¬ 
ond world record in two years, completing 
520 miles on a treadmill in just seven days. 

Amy Hughes, from Oswestry, was so 
exhausted at the end of her gruelling chal¬ 
lenge that she fell off the machine as she 
reached her target, bumping her head. 

She said it had been the hardest thing she 
had ever done - and probably ever will do. 

The 28-year-old ran through the previous 
record, 517 miles, completing three more to 
ensure the title was hers. 

She had been running, with just short 
naps, for seven days, on a treadmill in the 
Trafford Centre in Manchester. 

Friends and supporters ran on a machine 
alongside her to keep her company. 

In 2014 Amy won her first world record, 


running 53 marathons in 53 days. She said 
the treadmill challenge was far harder. 

During the seven days she often broke 
down in tears. She said: “It is surreal, I feel 
like I just want to burst out crying. The 
seven days have been the biggest emotional 
rollercoaster of my life. 

“This is the hardest thing I have every 
done and probably the hardest thing I will 
ever do.” 

She said she was now going to rest, sleep, 
eat and nurse her blisters. 

Amy was using the challenge to raise 
money for her 53 Foundation which creates 
active opportunities for people with disa¬ 
bilities.

Whether you voted for Glyn 
Davies to become Montgomer¬ 
yshire’s MP or not you have to 
feel for the man this week after 
the Boundary Commission Re¬ 
view finally revealed what we all 
suspected - the end of Mont¬ 
gomeryshire as a political seat in 
Parliament. 

It takes a lot to keep the hard¬ 
ened Conservative politician 
awake but the news that Mont¬ 
gomeryshire is to be sacrificed 
to top-up three other regions 
was a devastating, if not unex¬ 
pected blow, and saw him writ¬ 
ing his regular blog at 3.30am on 
Tuesday. At midnight on Monday 
the Boundary Commission pub¬ 
lished an interim report for the 
review of Parliamentary constitu¬ 
encies. Under the proposal there 
will be 50 fewer MPs - 32 in Eng¬ 
land, 11 in Wales, six in Scotland 
and one in Northern Ireland. 

The review came at the in¬ 
struction of the Coalition Gov¬ 
ernment formed in 2010 and 
followed the MPs’ expenses 
scandal. A Bill was passed by 
Parliament and the Act included 
a provision that all constituen¬ 
cies would have the same num¬ 
ber of electors - around 75,000. 
That decision was the death 
knell for Montgomeryshire. The 
electoral wards of Glantwymen, 
Banw, Llanrhaeadr, Llansilin, Lla- 
nbrynmair, Llanfair, Llanfihangel, 
Llanwddyn, Meifod, Llandrinio, 
Guilsfield, Welshpool, Trewern, 
Llanfyllin, Llansantffraid, Machy¬ 
nlleth and Llandysilio go into a 
Clwyd South and North Mont¬ 
gomeryshire seat. 

The electoral wards of Berriew, 
Caersws, Churchstoke, Dolfor- 
wyn, Forden, Kerry, Llandinam, 
Montgomery, Newtown and Tr- 
egynon go into the Brecon, Rad¬ 
nor and Montgomery seat, while 
the electoral wards of Blaen Ha- 
fren and Llanidloes go into Cere¬ 
digion and North Pembrokeshire. 

Reading these new propos¬ 
als reveals that life will never be 
quite the same again for those 
living in the ancient county of 
Montgomeryshire. The numbers 
game has lumped Welshpool 
into a Wrexham area seat, Mont¬ 
gomery in with Radnorshire and 
Llanidloes into Ceredigion and 
North Pembrokeshire. 

One thing is for sure we will 
rarely see an MP again. Any for¬ 
ward-thinking representative will 
be spending his or her time in 
the more populated areas where 
the easier votes will be won. Per¬ 
haps we have been spoiled by 
our current MP who is one of the 
most visible and accessible rep¬ 
resentatives in Parliament that 
we have ever seen. Statistically 
the changes may all add up to 
form a clean and balanced set of 
constituencies but historical, ge¬ 
ographical and cultural consid¬ 
erations have been ignored.Glyn 
Davies blogs that he has no de¬ 
sire to stand for any seat other 
than his beloved Montgomer¬ 
yshire which means the review 
may mean the end of his political 
career.

Amazing gift has given 
couple new lease of life 


An organ donation has 
changed a couple's world 
forever. NAOMI PENROSE 
reports 

A HUSBAND whose life was 
saved when his wife donated 
one of her kidneys has spoken 
about the new lease of life it 
has given him and his hopes for 
the future. 

Adrian Hill and his wife Nicola 
suffered months of turmoil, as he 
was in and out of hospital every few 
days for dialysis, and unable to do 
many of the simple things everyone 
else could do, such as go abroad, 
with even short breaks away prov¬ 
ing difficult. 

However speaking in support of Organ 
Donation Week, Adrian says 2016 has 
been the year they started living again, 
after Nicola was found to be a blood 
match, and was able to be a living donor 
for her husband, donating her kidney to 
him last August. 

Adrian, 48, said: “The last few months 
have been brilliant. We’ve started living 
again, and I’m a lot more outgoing. 

“I’m able to take the dog for a walk 
without having to stop half way because 
I’m out of breath, the little things like 
that, but then there’s also being able to 
go caravanning again, things you take for 
granted when you’re fit and healthy but 
because of my dialysis, we just weren’t 
really able to go anywhere. 

“It felt like our lives were on hold 
because our lives were being planned 
around it.” 

This year the couple, of Middleton 
Road in Oswestry, have celebrated their 
25th wedding anniversary, enjoying a 
holiday in Cornwall to celebrate it, as 
well as marking it with a gathering with

friends and family. Nicola said: “It’s 
been a big year for us, Ade’s really 
turned a corner. 

“I think really since our anniversary 
in June, we’ve had a busy few months 
with that, then there’s been the fund¬ 
raising that we’ve been doing but we’ve 
been fine, we’ve been able to manage it 
all.” 

Following the transplant, the Hills 
have raised a total of £4,886 for the 
British Kidney Patient Association 
through events such as a race night 
and treasure hunt to say thank you and 
give something back for the support the 
charity has given them. 

But it is also because Adrian could 
be back to square one again in the com¬ 
ing years as the average kidney lasts 
between 10 and 15 years, meaning he 
could potentially need another trans¬ 
plant later in life. 


“People think transplant is a cure 
but it’s not, it’s a treatment, and if I 
do need another one, until another does 
come along I will have to go back on di¬ 
alysis,” he said. 

Nicola, 46, said: “In theory Ade could 
have to have another kidney by about 
the age of about 60, and if that is the 
case, we will cross that bridge when 
we come to it. They say living donation 
kidneys last longer because they know 
more about who it’s come from. 

“This is why we will always push for 
fundraising and to get the word out 
there about donation.” 

According to Kidney Research UK, 50 
per cent of deceased donor kidneys last 
15 years, while 60 per cent of live donor 
kidneys last the same amount of time. 

Adrian had been born with one kid¬ 
ney and at the age of 38 was diagnosed 
with chronic kidney disease. 


Although he always knew the disease 
would eventually result in him needing 
a donor, he never imagined that person 
would come in the form of Nicola, and 
today he remains proud of that. 

“It really is the best thing I’ve ever 
had, I’m still so proud of Nic, and will 
forever feel thankful,” he said. 

“What Nic did for me was just amaz¬ 
ing but I think something that’s truly 
incredible is that there are people out 
there who are donating their kidneys to 
complete strangers, that’s really amaz¬ 
ing.” 

Speaking about his hopes and ambi¬ 
tions over the next 12 months, Adrian 
said: “I’m hoping to return to work of 
some kind but only part time, holidays, 
but to be honest I’m just looking for¬ 
ward to leading a normal lifestyle. What¬ 
ever that is!” 

The Hills also say they want to con¬ 
tinue to encourage people to sign up to 
become organ donors and carry a donor 
card. 

It has been revealed that the num¬ 
ber of families agreeing that their 
loved ones’ organs can be donated for 
transplantation may be rising more 
quickly in Wales than other parts of the 
UK following the introduction of the 
ground-breaking opt in or opt out con¬ 
sent system last December. 

Health officials and ministers in Wales 
said they are encouraged by how the 
so-called “deemed consent” system is 
working and NHS Blood and Transplant 
(NHSBT) has said the picture in Wales 
is promising. 

Adrian said: “In Wales this new sys¬ 
tem is making a real difference, so why 
isn’t it happening here? 

“I do think a system like Wales’s 
would make a difference here in Eng¬ 
land. I want to tell anyone who will lis¬ 
ten, there’s no harm in carrying a donor 
card but those who do need to tell their 
families they’re carrying a card, other¬ 
wise they may never know and it’s the 
last thing families think about when 
they’re grieving.”

The Brexit negotiation process 
is going to require significant 
expertise and a consistent ap¬ 
proach following the successful 
result of the referendum in June, 
when 17.4 million people voted 
to Leave the European Union. 

Operation Uncertainty has re¬ 
placed Operation Fear as those 
who are unhappy with the ref¬ 
erendum result seek to stress 
the difficulties of delivering this 
democratic decision. We can 
counter this by settling impor¬ 
tant questions concerning the 
process. For example one major 
factor going forward is continuity 
regarding the law. 

The European Communities 
Act 1972 gave legal effect to Eu¬ 
ropean law. 

Since then we have incorpo¬ 
rated the Acquis Communau- 
taire into our legal system, which 
is the accumulated body of EU 
law and obligations from 1958 
to the present day. It comprises 
all the EU’s treaties and laws, 
directives, regulations, deci¬ 
sions, declarations, resolutions, 
international agreements and 
the judgements of the Court of 
Justice. This accumulated leg¬ 
islation now covers 35 policy ar¬ 
eas and lists over 80,000 items. 
Many industries and everyday 
activities depend on European 
regulation as set out by the Ac¬ 
quis in order to function. 

As an interim measure we 
must turn the entire Acquis into 
UK law to maintain certainty and 
continuity. In subsequent years 
we can begin to repeal, amend 
or retain EU law to suit our own 
circumstances. This does not 
need to be complicated and 
we can look to historical exam¬ 
ples when countries or regions 
gained independence, to begin 
to understand how we may go 
about this fundamental task. 

In the 18th century the for¬ 
mer colonies of the now United 
States individually and formally 
adopted most of English com¬ 
mon law as it had existed up 
until the time the colonies be¬ 
gan independently adding to or 
amending it. 

In the 20th century when Aus¬ 
tralia, India and New Zealand be¬ 
came fully independent, they all 
adopted inherited British law as 
national law. 

One of the most pertinent and 
more recent examples would be 
the transfer of sovereignty over 
Flong Kong on 1st July 1997, 
when it retained British common 
law via a statute.With a plethora 
of examples stretching back to 
the USA in the 18th century, to 
Australia, Hong Kong, India and 
New Zealand in the 20th centu¬ 
ry there is a clear precedent for 
simply nationalising established 
law as an interim measure for 
the sake of continuity and then 
going about repealing, retaining 
or modifying the law, tailored 
specifically to our needs and de¬ 
mands.

MY GRANDFATHER WAS KNOCKED DOWN AND INJURED BY 
SHOP’S SLIDING DOOR. CAN HE MAKE A CLAIM? 

Q: My Grandfather, who is eighty-three years old, was out shopping when he was hit by a sliding door as he was entering a shop, causing him to fall and break 
his arm. Whilst he may not be as fast a walker as he used to be, we cannot understand why the door didn’t have some kind of sensor which recognised the fact 
that he had not completed entry into the shop. How can this sort of thing happen and would it be possible for him to make a claim? 

A: Accidents involving sliding doors are becoming more and more common these days. As you might expect, those who are affected are more often than not the 
elderly, the disabled and the young. The doors appear to be set up for the able bodied with no consideration being given for those who are not so quick in moving 
about the place or who may not act as sensibly as you might expect. 

The timings on these doors are usually set at the instruction of the shop. There will be maintenance contracts with sliding door engineers. Often shops may be 
more concerned about keeping the heat in the shop rather than looking at the safety issues. 

It would be perfectly reasonable to put in a personal injury claim here. Primarily it would be direct to the shop but they will no doubt seek to involve the maintenance 
company to whom they will have delegated this responsibility and a Personal Injury Lawyer acting on your grandfather’s behalf would need to be persistent. It 
may be necessary to obtain engineering evidence about the timings on the door and also an analysis of the maintenance records but such a claim should succeed. 
You should consult a local Solicitor with experience in these matters as soon as possible.

we will keep helping cancer patients 


ACCORDING to this year’s Cancer Patient 
Experience Survey (CPES) for England, it 
seems cancer patients in Shropshire are 
having a good overall experience of care 
even though there are still concerns. 

For example, Macmillan Cancer Support 
estimates that, among those who felt they 
needed it, a staggering 47 per cent of cancer 
patients in the West Midlands say that they 
didn’t receive adequate information about 
the potential long-term side effects as a re¬ 
sult of their cancer treatment. So patients 
may be unaware of debilitating side effects 
such as heart conditions, incontinence or 
infertility and as such are unlikely to have 


guidance on where to get support. Although 
51 per cent of cancer patients in the West 
Midlands say that they didn’t always find 
someone on the hospital staff to talk to if 
they had worries and fears, 93 per cent say 
that they were told who to contact after 
leaving the hospital if they have worries 
about their condition. Everyone with can¬ 
cer has different needs: some people may 
require support with long-term side effects, 
others with mental health issues or money 
worries. Macmillan has been working on 
helping ensure that no one faces cancer 
alone, and it is vital that cancer patients 
have a good experience of care from the mo¬ 


ment they experience symptoms, through 
treatment and for as long as they need af¬ 
terwards. We understand that sustainable 
change in the healthcare system takes time 
so we will continue to work with patients 
in Shropshire as well as with our NHS and 
hospitals, local authorities and surgeries 
to improve patient experience. The Cancer 
Patient Experience Survey is an official sta¬ 
tistic for the first time so we hope that this 
new data and information will serve as one 
way to improve even more. We work tire¬ 
lessly to that end.

CHILDHOOD obesity is one of the most 
serious public health challenges of the 21st 
century.

This rises to al¬ 
most one in three by the time they reach 
year six. 

Overweight children become overweight 
adults and as a result are far more likely 
to develop conditions such as diabetes and 
heart disease at a younger age than we’ve 
seen in previous generations. These condi¬ 
tions have a devastating impact on individ¬ 
uals and place a huge financial burden on 
our already overstretched NHS. 

The government’s desperately needed 
childhood obesity strategy has been repeat¬ 
edly delayed. 

It is vital that the government produces a 
comprehensive and bold childhood obesity 
strategy with ambitious targets, backed up 
by legislation, for the reduction of sugar, 
saturated fat and salt.

Girls outperform 
boys, report says 

BOYS’ results remain behind girls’ 
at the end of their time at primary 
school, according to new figures. 

Key Stage 2 assessments for both 
Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin 
show that girls outperformed boys in 
achieving the expected standard by 
the time they were 11. 

There were also more girls exceed¬ 
ing expectations than boys. 

In the Shropshire Council area, 
out of a total cohort of 1,556, 45 per 
cent of boys are reaching the expected 
standard, compared to 53 per cent of 
a total of 1, 379 girls. 

In Telford & Wrekin, out of 1,048 
boys, 52 per cent are meeting the ex¬ 
pected standard, compared with 58 
per cent of the 1,044 girls. 

Five per cent of Telford’s boys 
were reported to be reaching a higher 
standard compared with seven per 
cent of girls, though that figure is 
level in Shropshire, at five per cent 
for both boys and girls. 

The trend remains the same per 
subject.

Report reveals levels of 
indecent image offences

THE police force which covers 
the Welshpool area saw the sec¬ 
ond highest number of offences 
involving possession of indecent 
images in Wales. 

Over a three-year period Dy- 
fed-Powys Police recorded 412 inde¬ 
cent images offences. 

While South Wales Police saw the high¬ 
est number in Wales with 480, North Wales 
Police recorded 320 and Gwent Police 109 
- although its figures were for 2015 only. 

The figures were released following free¬ 
dom of information requests submitted by 
children’s charity the NSPCC. 

It discovered offences involving posses¬ 
sion of indecent images recorded by police 
in Wales has more than trebled over the 
past three years. 

There were a total of 1,321 indecent 
images offences over the past three years, 
with 201 recorded in 2013 rising to 738 in 
2015. 

Across the UK, the total number of re¬ 
corded crimes for the possession, distribu¬ 
tion and production of indecent images of 
children rose from 4,530 in 2013 to 10,818 
in 2015. Des Mannion, head of NSPCC 
Cymru/Wales, said the digital industry has 
a responsibility to work to tackle the issue. 

He said: “These figures clearly show that 
there is a growing problem of people view¬ 
ing child abuse material and more needs to 
be done to tackle the issue. 

“We want to see companies who operate 
online to prioritise this issue by committing 
significant expertise and resources to pre¬ 
venting the publication and distribution of 
these images.”

Dynamic duo finish rally 
despite vehicle mishaps

WHATEVER you do, don’t look 
down! Two adventurers are cel¬ 
ebrating after completing one 
of the toughest driving events in 
the world. 

David Main and Dan Smith can be 
seen in third place in this image as 
they navigate their way around a vol¬ 
cano during the Mongol Rally. 

The duo set off from Goodwood for the 
10,000-mile trip across Europe and on to 
Ulan Ude in Eastern Russia. 

David, 23, from Lower Frankton, near 
Oswestry, and Dan, 21, from Shrewsbury, 
completed the rally in a 16-year-old 1.2 litre 
Subaru to raise money for Macmillan Can¬ 
cer Support and the organiser’s charity, 

Cool Earth. The pair said they were “de¬ 
lighted” to complete the course. 

They crossed the finishing line in Russia 
via the Mongolian city of Ulaanbaatar 43 
days after setting out and weeks earlier 
than they had feared. 

The journey, across 20 different coun¬ 
tries, was full of calamities, that began 
when their ‘Trusty Justy’ green Subaru, 
saw its engine catch fire before they had 
even left Shropshire. 

Camping each night by the side of the 
vehicle the duo’s major problems began in 
Turkey, with first a chassis collapse and 
then further engine problems. Mechanics 
there got them back onto the road only for 
the engine to blow up in Georgia. 

But worse was to come. 

Mr Main said: “The car written off in 
Azerbaijan when someone went into the 
back of us.” 

“But lots of welding and work got it back 
on the road again.” 

There was another chassis collapse in Uz¬ 
bekistan and a blown engine in Kurdistan.

BBC Shropshire’s James Bond posed the questions 


FORMER Formula One world cham¬ 
pion Damon Hill lifted the lid on life 
in the fast lane when he spoke to 
an audience at the Lion Quays Ho¬ 
tel near Oswestry. 

The racing champ spoke about his 
track career and his life after he stepped 
out of the grid and retired. 

The driver was at the Lion Quays to talk to a 
packed room of fans ahead of the release of his 
autobiography Watching The Wheels. 

Hill was in conversation in front of the au¬ 
dience with BBC Shropshire’s James Bond, 
before taking part in a question and answer 
session with fans, and then conducting a 
book-signing session. The event was organised 
by Carrie and Tim Morris from Booka Book¬ 
shop in Oswestry. 

The former world champion not only spoke 
about his life and how he’s adjusted to life after 
racing but also about being the son of two-

time world champion Graham Hill. Although 
a racing champion in his own right, Hill knew 
comparisons being drawn between him and his 
father were an inevitability. 

He said: “It was definitely a love of mine to 
race and compete, and that’s why I did it but of 
course that would get brought back to my dad, 
so it was impossible to detach from my dad’s 
career but then I don’t ever want to forget my 
dad or overshadow him. I just knew and know 
now that the comparisons are inevitable, and 
there was no way of me having a standalone 
career, although I did pretty well all things 
considered, and I think that added another 
chapter to the Graham Hill story.” 

Tragically Hill’s father died in an air crash 
when Damon was just 15 years old, and in his 
autobiography Hill admits his father’s death 
had “created a scar tissue around the prob¬ 
lems, so I had to go through proper grieving 
for the loss of my father too”, which made Hill 


aware of how scared he was of dying unex¬ 
pectedly. During his talk, he said the sudden 
death of his father - along with the death of 
his teammate Ayrton Senna in 1994 - were the 
two major and tragic events to have the most 
impact on him. We tend to think of death and 
being frightened for one’s self, and yes the in¬ 
dividual has lost their life but it’s the impact 
afterwards, the reverberations, and the effect 
that has on everyone else. It’s the families who 
really suffer, and I didn’t want that for my own 
family,” he admitted. 

Later in life Hill himself, a father-of-four, 
said he had had a taste for himself of how his 
mum must have felt every time he and his fa¬ 
ther were on the track, when his son Josh, told 
him he wanted to race. 

“Of course I had some reservations and it 
was then I realised I was walking in my mum’s 
shoes somewhat, as she experienced it with my 
dad and me, but it’s life and he’s entitled to do 
what he wants,” he said. 

Hill’s fatherly understanding proved useful, 


when Josh later decided to give up racing and 
instead pursue a career in music - he’s now a 
drummer for a band called The Severs. 

In his autobiography, although fans of For¬ 
mula One get their money’s worth of the thrills 
and spills of racing, Hill also uses the book as 
an opportunity to speak candidly about the im¬ 
pact the sport had on him growing up. 

He said: “In this book, I talk about my expe¬ 
rience, I talk about racing, I like to talk about 
motor racing. But really it’s about how I’ve 
been affected by growing up in motorsport, 
how my dad was a Grand Prix driver and my 
family were massively absorbed in that. 

“My mum was away with him, supporting 
him but she was also was at home looking after 
the kids, she was never in the right place.” 

Hill also speaks openly about the comedown 
that follows when someone retires from such a 
high-speed, adrenaline-fuelled sport. 

Retiring at the age of 39, Hill said he ex¬ 
pected to feel aware of his change of lifestyle 
but that didn’t make things any easier while 


he was adjusting to it. It’s a strange one really, 
when you’re in FI, you’re very much in de¬ 
mand, you’re working with bright people, part 
of this high-speed sport then you come out of 
FI and it stops, everything just seems so much 
slower,” Hill said. 

He added: “All of a sudden you’re looking for 
a new identity, a role to fulfil and finding a new 
way of describing yourself and what you have 
to offer the world. 

“And of course it’s very difficult to switch off 
the adrenaline and that kind of pattern with 
the routine of the sport. 

“There was always a target to train towards, 
and then there wasn’t one. It’s a rhythm of 
your life. 

“It can be a real struggle for some, there’s 
been a lot of examples of sportsman encoun¬ 
tering difficulties afterwards, especially in mo¬ 
torsport. 

“Adrenaline is a powerful drug, and some 
people just can’t stop, but at that time in my 
life I was ready to stop, and I don’t regret it.”

Don't despair if room lacks light 




Experts can offer plenty of advice on how to make any room feel lighter 


IF you have a room that lacks nat¬ 
ural light, don’t despair - there are 
lots of ways to make it lighter and 
brighter 

1. Any room can be made to feel lighter 
simply by painting the ceiling white, so it 
reflects light instead of absorbing it, and, 
of course, the walls too. 

Specialist emulsions can help even more.

£20.99 for 2.51tr), which contain the same 
light-reflective particles. North-facing rooms 
are most challenging to decorate because the 
natural light is cold. For this reason, avoid cold 
colours and stick to warm ones, such as yellows 
and creamy neutrals. 

2. One of the best ways to brighten up a 
kitchen is with pale - preferably white - high- 
gloss unit doors, as these bounce light around 
the room. High-gloss kitchens never seem to go 
out of fashion, so glossy doors are a great way 


to update the room and needn’t be expensive. 
In any dark room, but especially kitchens and 
bathrooms, it’s important to have good artifi¬ 
cial lighting. 

3. In other rooms, consider going for glossy 
or mirrored furniture, and hanging mirrors on 
the walls - opposite a window will maximise 
the light coming in and make the room feel 
bigger. 

4. Replacing, enlarging or adding windows 
can make a big difference to how light a room 


is, but it’s an expensive and disruptive solution 
to the problem, and planning rules can restrict 
what you do. Changing the window treatment 
is usually much cheaper - swap fussy curtains 
for sleek roller blinds, for example, and you’ll 
let in more light. 

5. Another radical solution is to remove a 
wall. Knocking two rooms into one usually 
gives the new room more windows and it may 
get sunlight for most of the day if, say, it’s now 
both east facing and west facing.

PEOPLE in the Shropshire and West 
Midlands area throw away over 
£47,000 worth of broken or unwant¬ 
ed household items in their lifetime, 
according to new research. 

And skimping on quality is costing us a 
small fortune, with the average respond¬ 
ent chucking out almost £780-worth of 
household items every year. 

From toasters to TVs, microwaves to mobile

phones, the survey of 2,000 UK adults shows 
two thirds of modern purchases are simply not 
‘built to last’. 

Of those polled, seven in 10 said items made 
20 years ago last longer than products made 
today. Andrew Halsall, managing director of 
British manufacturer, Origin, who commis¬ 
sioned the survey, said: “We live in a throwa¬ 
way culture and are regularly bombarded with 


offers that can seem too tempting to pass up, 
but as the survey shows, buying cheap and 
cheerful isn’t always best. 

“It is also increasingly rare to find products 
that will stand the test of time and the expec¬ 
tations of product lifespans are dropping. The 
research also revealed the huge amount that 
we each spend replacing broken possessions 
and homewares, a figure that can be reduced 
dramatically if we choose high quality products 
with a longer manufacturer’s guarantee.” 


Results showed we expect our cars to have 
the longest life span of our purchases, coming 
in at an average of 11 years before a replace¬ 
ment is required. Putting in less impressive 
times are the burnt-out electric tooth brushes 
(four years), mobile phones (five years) and 
kettles (six years) heading for early retirement 
on the scrapheap. Fridges, freezers and ovens 
are expected to last ten years apiece, while the 
dishwasher puts in a respectable eight years 
before calling it a day. 


The average home stereo is expected to pack 
in after a decade of use, while the springs start 
to come through our mattresses after nine 
years. 

Home improvements are expected to last 
much longer, with a new kitchen or bathroom 
expected to last up to 13 years. We anticipate 
having to replace windows and doors in the 
home after less than 16 years, while UK res¬ 
idents would look to replace wooden flooring 
and carpets after 12 years.

Kia’s new Rio supermini will 
debut at Paris Motor Show 


The fourth-generation Kia 
Rio supermini will debut at 
the Paris Motor Show at the 
end of September. 

Design sketches revealed by Kia 
show a new, chunkier front end 
with a larger air intake and a new 
version of the brand’s ‘tiger-nose’ 
grille. New headlights also feature, 
with a U-shaped LED signature. 

At the rear, there’s an arrow-shaped 
design inside the tail lights, as well as a 


bulkier rear bumper. The sketches also 
suggest a lowered roofline, although 
whether this will feature on the finalised 
production car remains to be seen. 

The large alloys found on these 
drawings, however, are almost certain 
not to feature when the car is seen in 
the metal. 

The interior sketch, though, seems 
far more likely to represent the final 
car’s cabin, with a modem, if not par¬ 
ticularly revolutionary design. A sculpt¬ 
ed fascia carries a series of angular 
air vents with a similar outline to the 


headlights, and a central infotainment 
screen. 

Lower down, there’s a range of func¬ 
tion switches and what appear to be 
rotary controls for the climate control 
system. 

Behind the fairly conventional Kia 
steering wheel, the instrument binna¬ 
cle seems to house conventional dials, 
as opposed to the fashionable digital 
displays. 

The new Rio will be unveiled on Sep¬ 
tember 29 during the Paris Motor Show 
press preview days.

Perfect year for ace Atherton

RACHEL Atherton was crowned downhill 
world champions on a sensational day for the 
Great Britain Cycling Team at the UCI Down¬ 
hill Mountain Bike World Championships in 
Italy. 

The Llanrhaeadr ace became the first rider to 
complete a perfect unbeaten season after claim¬ 
ing a fourth world title victory in the women’s 
event in Val di Sole. 

The 28-year-old was the final rider down the 
start ramp and dealt with the pressure to de¬ 
liver a superb run, her time of 4:20.187 three 
seconds quicker than France’s Myriam Nicole. 

“I cannot actually believe it,” said Atherton, 
who has now won world downhill titles in 2008, 
2013, 2015 and 2016, while she also claimed a 
junior title back in 2005. 

“I went for it, I didn’t care if I crashed as I’ve 
had such a good year. This track is wild and 
brutal, you can’t even ride it - it’s a controlled 
fall all the way. 

“There were nerves. After winning all the 
world cups, this is perfect end to the perfect 
season. It’s in the history books. I’ll probably 
never be as good as I am now and I’m going to 
enjoy the moment. 

“I can’t believe it. I just want to thank every¬ 


body that has supported me and made this pos¬ 
sible.” 

Britain’s Tahnee Seagrave was fifth with a 
time of 4:45.486 while 2014 world champion 
Manon Carpenter fell heavily in the opening 
section the course and was unable to continue, 
holding her wrist after the crash. 

Making it a British double, 2011 world cham¬ 
pion Danny Hart, on the back of three succes¬ 
sive UCI Mountain Bike World Cup wins, took 
his second world title with a pulsating run in 
3:32.484. 

Atherton was unstoppable during the season 
with a stunning clean sweep of seven victories 
in this season’s UCI World Cup Downhill Series 
to cement her place in the history books.

Although used to travelling globally, her 
roots are firmly established in this region after 
her family moved to Llanrhaeadr 16 years ago.
